MR. OLIVER EFFECTIVELY 
REPLIES TO CRITICISMS 


Before a gathering of several hundred d Edmonton Liberals in the Exchange Hall, 
MeDougall avenue Jast night, the Hon. Frank Oliver fired the first gun of his election 
campaign, The Minister of the Interior carried by storm the big meeting which con- 
vened despite the counter attraction of the Exhibition. In a fighting speech he cut 
the ground from under the feet of his opponents who met yesterday afternoon in 
bogus convention to nominate A. C, Rutherford as Liberal candidate in the Edmonton 
constituency. He threw down the gauntlet to the gentlemen who have attempted a 
campaign of blackmail against him with Mr. McGillicudy as their agent, and defied 
them to make a specific charge against him on the subject of his private bank 
account. : 

Mr. Oliver’s explanation of his attitude on this question met with the most_un- 
qualified approval of his constituents, expressed in perfect hurricanes of applause. He 
dealt with the question of pre-emption privileges in southern Alberta, branding as 
traitors to the interests of Canada those who accused him of unfairness in this re- 
gard. He made clear his policy for the development of northern Alberta by expedit- 
ing railroad construction, and stood on his record of achievement in the interests of 
Edmonton as against that of the opponent placed in the field against him by a party of 
political intriguers. t 

Prior to Mr. Oliver’s appearance at the meeting, an able address on the recipro- 
city issue was made by Alex Stuart, K.C., who traced the free trade movement in| 
Canadian fiseal history and showed clearly the inconsistency of the Conservative | 
party in their present attitude towards the agreement made with the government of | 
the United States by the cabinet of Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Mr. Oliver’s entrance to the hall occasioned a great ovation from the big gather- 
ing. He took the platform at once and addressed himself to the task of answering the 
arguments of his opponents. 


Pre-Emption Question. 
; Mr. Oliver first took up the question of pre-emptions in Southern Alberta. 

“The southern portion of this province lay unsettled for years,” said the Minister 
of the Interior. “In order to induce settlement there we granted pre-emptions and 
secured the settlement of the country. I have no apologies to offer for that policy. 
The man who holds that the improvement of one part of Canada works injury to! an- 
other part is no true Canadian. Edmonton thrives as the whole of the country thrives.

They may insinuate, hint or suggest, throw mud or attempt 
blackmail but they dare not make a specific accusation. 


Rights of Private Citizens. 

“In regard to what I had in my bank account or did not have, that is my business. 
I have j ust the same right as any other private citizen to the privacy of his affairs. If! 
I can’t have that right because I happen to hold a position of trust and honor, I don’t 
want the position. It means more to me to have the rights of a free citizen of a free 
country than public office does. | 

“You'd sooner have an ox team” cried an approving voice from th e audience. 

“Yes,” returned Mr, Oliver, “I’d sooner have an ox team. I can get along with an 
ox or a cayuse if circumstances ever require it. I have done it before and can do it 
again, (Great outburst of cheering). “I was just as good a man when I was pounding | 
oxen on the prairie as when my recommendation is good for hundreds of thousands of | 
dollars. And I will go back pounding oxen before I will submit to blackmailers or cut) 


throats of any kind or description. 


Something New in Politics. 

“Gentlemen, there has been a development in politics in Edmonton in the last 
few months which is absolutely original in the history of Canada. The gentlemen re- 
sponsible for the bogus convention have the honor, shall I say, of causing that devel- 
opment. The name of Edmonton, thanks tothem, has been bandied from end to end of 
this country as being a place, and containing people, who have descended to that kind 
of politics. The most important issue in this election is that Edmonton clear itself 
from this contamination. That there will be an answer on the 21st of September that 
will let Canada know that we have no use here for that kind of politics is my firm con- 
viction. (Loud and prolonged applause). 


Clean Politics In Past. 

“T have been in politics here since ’83, and hitherto we have always had clean poli-} 
tics. These gentlemen have the credit of blackening the name of Edmonton so that it 
has become a byword in Canada because of these things. When through their agent, 
Mri McGillieudy (Voice—leave off Mr.), when Mr. McGillicudy took his story to the) 
press representatives at the Dominion capital and spread his documents and photo-| 
graphs before them, there was in all the press gallery of men representing the papers| 
of Canada and the United States, not a man who would touch him or his story. 

It was a style of business too low, too dirty and too contemptibie to be given 
publicity by the pressmen. And that, gentlemen, is the style of politics you are haying 
served up here, It is time we had a house-cleaning here in Edmonton and we want to 
have it on the 21st of September.t i, 


A Great Reception. 

Mr. Oliver’s concluding remarks were received with a great outburst of cheering 
and cries of ‘We will have it too.”

NARROW ESCAPE 


Fell Into Lake and Thought 
to Have Perished in 
the Water. 


Aug. 16—Arthur Stone, 
driver of a Queen monoplane was 
Snatched from death at the interna- 
tional aviation meet today after hopes 
for his lite had been given up. How- 
ard Gill, in a baby Wright, came al- 
most a8 close te death, but escaped 
from under the wreck of his machine 
unhurt. 

Lincoln Beachey, after being driven 
far to the south and fighting his way 
back above the fleld ,glided 8000 feet 
in safety to the earth after his engine 
had suddenly stopped. James Ward 
had an equally hard task to make his 
way from far out over Lake Michigan, 
but descended safely in the field. 

Stone's machine fell into. the lake 
Just as he leaped from the falling 
plane. Me Was rescued when all but 
exhausted by a motor boat after he

Much can be siad in favor of the 
North Alberta climate, The metero- 
logical tables at Edmonton show that 
we, have a more equahle climate than 
WAnipeg, Man.; Des Moines, Iowa 
Bisriua:*. N. Dak.; Minneapolis, M'nn. 

The sons generally are so delight- 
1¢ soon forgets the occasional 


dips o:1 he thermometer in winter. 
Even thc settler from the far south 
learns in one season that there is no 
thing to dread in an Alberta winter. 


Extremely violent storms such as we 
hear of in the Northern States re un- 
known here. The long bright sunny 
days of summer with the frequent rain- 
falis give vegetation a most rapid 
growth. Perhaps the autumn is the best 
cheerful season of all the year. The 
autumn days are usually bright, dry 
and cool, the ideal weather for the har- 
vestor. 

The health of the settler usually im- 
proves after coming to Alberta, and the 
invigorating atmosphere and general 
prosperity tend to keep him in the best 
of spirits. 

This district is well supplied with 
fuel. The poplar groves offen a plenti- 
ful supply of fire wood and mines give 
an abundance of coal. The coal is sold 
at the mine for $1.75 per ton. 

This is essentially a country for mix- 
ed farming. Most of the afrms in this 
district by proper fencing can be 
so arranged that every acre may be 
utilized. The part least suitable for 
breaking may be sueed to good ad- 
vantage for pasturage, another part for 
hay and so on. The farmer who, in 
addition to his grain raises cattle, 
sheep and hogs, is in the best position 
to secure the top prices and is sure 
of making money every yes The dairy 
possibilities of this district are immense 
and garden stuff grows to perfection. 
The cultivation of flax, timot ly, brome 
and clover show ~speledid © returns, 
although little has been done in that 
line as yet. Wild hay is now being 
shipped from this district to other 
points along the C.N-R, line, 

Good farmers in this district get re- 
markable yields; as high as 50 to 60 
bushels of wheat per acre and 140 
bushels of oats per acre. Some years 
are more favorable than others and 
some farmers may be better than others, 
although land throughout the district 
is almost uniformly rich, In any case 
the yields largely depned upon the 
energy and capability of the farmer 
himself. He would indeed be a poor 
farmer who could not get more than 30 
bushels per acre if the season is ordinar- 
ily good, 

The advantages for cattle raising is 
one of the main features of this district. 
Abundant water, good shelter and the 
quantities of wild grasses and pea-vine, 
which are in rich in nutritious properties 
make this one of the finest of feeding 
grounds, A small pasture will often 
supply the needs of a good sized buneh 
of cattle.

Tofield was wane first to a country 
_ office, established fifteen years ago. 

r. Geo, Cookson, Sr., was made post- 
master, his farm being in the heart of 
the then sparsely settled distriet. 

‘The name Tofield come from the eettle- 
ment doctor, J. H. Tofield, M.D., who 
lived on a homestead and cared for the 
sick for fifty miles around. 

With the coming of the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Railway survey came men looking 
for business locations. In the spring of 
1907, the first store was opened for busi- 
ness, although Mr, Robt. Logan for some 
years kept some supplies on sale at his 
ranch, 

During the summer of 1(07 more stores 
built around the first, until in Oetober, 
1908, enough people had made Tofield 
their home to have a_ village formed. 
A month before this the whole village 
moved from Mr. Cookson’'s farm to its 
present site. 5 

The village continued to grow and in 
October, 1909, was made a town, the 


first on the G.T.P, in Albate, Thus | 
grew Tofield, the heart of the Beaver 
Lake district. | 

Tofield is on the main line of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific, forty miles east of Ed- 
monton. From Tofield a branch of aed 


G.T.P. runs south to Calgary. This 
branch will be opened through to Calgary | 
within the year. 

Eastward from the town a mile of natur- 
al pers slopes dewn. to Beaver Lake, 


the largest lake in Central Alberta, making 
the site of the town a most beautiful 
one. 


‘Lhe town has the institutions, business, 
and professional men of a thriving town 
of the better sort. 

Its school, a four-roomed brick building, 
employs three teachers, who teach, be- 
sides the regular public school Course, 
that of the first two years at high school, 

The Angli¢an, Methodist: and Presby- 
terian Churches have resident ministers. 
At Bardo is a Lutheran Church. All the 
older fraternal societies* have branches 
in Tofield, and the Agricultural Society 
holds an annual exhibit. This year it 
will be on September 27th and 28th, 

Tofield offers the farmers of Beaver 
Lake district a good market for butter, 
cream and eggs. The large Packing 
Plant of Swift & Co., situated just outside | 
Edmonton on the G.T.P. buys most of 
the live stock marketed here. 

Tofielders do not work all the time. 
Recreation is to be had—-fishing, boating 
and shooting. The town has baseball, 
football and tennis clubs, and in winter 
hockey and skating on the rink“are the 
pastimes, s 

The western part of the Beaver Lake 
district is underlaid with. lignite ceal 
At some pleaes the coal comes to the 
surface, at others it is down 40 to 50 
feet. . 

For some years mines near Tofield 
have been supplying the local demand, | 
When the railway was being built a 
spur was laid into the mine a half mile 
south of the town. Lest winter coal was 
mined and shipped to points east. Now, 
three mining companies have coal lands 
within a mile of Tofield Two have 
mining machinery on the ground and 
will mine to ship this winter. 

Being on the easterly edge of the coal 
belt, with the vast prairies to the east, 
Tofield’s mines bid fair to develop to 

igantic proportions. Coal retails in 
Tofield for $1.50 to $2.00 per ton 

What is known as the Beaver Lake 
district, compriess an area lying within 
25° mile] radius of the town of Tofield. | 
The soil of this region is a rich black loam 
with a cley subsoil, This soil grows a 
natural gras, which is cut and cured for 
hay, and upon which stock is fattened 
during the winter. Horses are allowed 
to rustle for themselves during the 
winter, and will come out fat in the 
spring. Water is obtained at depths vary- 
ing from 15 to 60 feet. 

From May 15th to August 15th there 
are numerous showers of rain, which 
provide sufficient moisture for the growing 
crops. y 
The amount of brush falls under three 
heads. The land lying west of Tofield 
is more or less covered with heavy brush. 
South it is about one-third brush, and east 
less than 10 per cent, Steam brushing 
machines will clear from 15 to 30 acres

Cheap fuel from its coal mines promises | 
to make Tofield a_ busy atticwerite | 
town. A number of factories are already | 
in prospect. The excellent railroad facili- 
ties, the main line of the G.T.P. east and 
west, and the Tofield-Calgary branch to 
the Inernati onal boundary—make Tofield 
an especially desirable location for fac- 
tories. 

Another natural resource that is likely 
in the near future to confer considerable 
benefit to the ind strial progress of this 
highly favored town is the recent discovery 
locally of natural gag, which is reported 
to be equal in quality to the colabretad 
natural gas at Medicine Hat. 

Long before there was any thought 
of a railroad penetrating that section, the 
Beaver Hills country was famous as a 
mixed farming district. The first 
homesteaders entered the district: nearly 
a quarter of a century ago, and were at- 
tracted by the rich soil and the excep- 
tionally favorable climate.

The destiny of Battleford as a future 
city In the middle west is as plainly 
marked a8 the great Saskatchewan 
river, on whose bank this old and his- 
toric town is situated, Where the 
Battle river joins the Saskatchewan 
the townsite is located and a prettier 
situation is not to be found. To the 
south the winding valley of the Battle 
is seen with its sloping banks and its 
historic buildings, near the old ford 
now unused since the new government 
fteel bridge has been built. To the 
north there is revealed the wider valley 
ev the Saskatchewan, crossed by 
large steel traffic bridge, under which 
in the years to come may pass the 
commerce of the Saskatchewan river 
route, 

For some years one of the many 
trails between Fort Garry and Bdmon- 
ton crossed the Lattle river at “The 
Battle . ord,” and then proceeded west- 
ward alcung the route of the govern- 
ment telegraph line.

The grain shipments from 1910 ¢: 
were a little less than from 1909 crop 


for two reasons; first, last year was 
a general off year and an exception, 
and besides the new settlers are

These same new scitlers should help 
to raise the crop of 1911, which 
should be double that of 1909.
